Mail Pilot 


Is Fractured

Bloomsburg, Pa., Aug. 5.—([Special.] 
-—-One of the most serious accidents 
in the night air mail service between 
New York and Chicago occurred near 
here tonight when a westbound plane 
hit a tree on the east banks of the 
Susquehanna river and toppled into 
the stream. 

The pilot, Harry A. Chandler of New 
Brunswick, N. J., was seriously i!n- 
jured. He > was pinned in the cockpit 
ef the plane with only his chin above 
the water and was rescued by two 
campers. 

Lost in Fog. j 

Chandler was on the run from Had- 
ley field, New Brunswick, to Belle- 
fonte, O., and left the eastern flying 
field shortly after 10:40 o'clock. He 
made good progress until he passed 
Wilkes-Barre, when he struck a fog 
and lost his bearings. 

The fog was so thick that he was 
forced to descend in an oat fleld two 
miles south of here. He lighted flares 
and discovered himeelf near the river. 
This gave him an idea of where he 
was and a suggestion as to the route 
he should pursue to bring the mail to 
Bellefonte. 

Chandler climbed back into the 
plane and started out again. He made 
& run through the oats. The grain 
got tangled in the wheels and pre- 
vented the plane from rising. Racing 
toward the river, Chandler managed to 
bring the plane a few feet from the 
ground. The machine struck a large 
elm and fell into the water. 

Campers to Rescue. , 

Two campers who had seen his flares 
and heard the crash came running to 
the shore. They swam out to the 
wrecked plane, disentangled the pilot, 
and brought him ashore. 

The campers had recovered fourteen 
sacks of mail from the water, and as 
he sat in a hospital Chandler was tell-| 
ing postoffice officials to see that the

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JUDGE CURBS

Forbids Alienists to 
Decide for Jury.

“Doctor, have you an opinion as to 
whether or not Russell T. Scott would 
have sufficient intelligence——?” 

That was as far as Ass‘stant State’s 
Attorney William A. Rittenhouse was 
able to get with his question yesterday 
in Judge Joseph B. David's court. The 
rest of the question would have been 
“so that the state might proceed to 
hang him for a murder ” if Mr. Ritten- 


‘house used the language of a layman, 


but Judge David stopped him. 

it was the third day of the pro- 
ceedings brought by Thomas A. Scott 
to save his son's life by swearing Rus 
sell T. Scott had become insane since 
sentence of death was pronounced upon 
him Feb. 14, 1925. It was the state’s 
day, too, for seven officials of the coun- 
ty jail, including Sheriff Peter M. Hoff- 
man, each had said that in his opinion 
Scott is sane. 

Scott’s wife arrived in Chicago yes 
terday morning from Detroit, Mich., 
where she said she had raised $6,500 
for Scott’s fight for life. 

Four Experts Call Him Sane. 

The question as to intelligence was 
put to Dr. Charles F. Read, 2323 Com- 
monwealth avenue, a psychiatr‘st and 
one of the four experts who yerterday 
gave opinions that Scott is sane. Dr. 
Read had told why he judged . Scott 
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who had done and said what Scott was 
reported to have done and said. 

“Now, don’t ask that question,” 
Judge David interrupted as soon as the 
word “intelligence” was uttered. 
“That is just one of the questions you 
cannot ask,” 

Cites Ruling in Geary Case. 

Prosecutor Rittenhouse displayed a 
desire to argue the matter with the 
judge, so after the noon recess the sub- 
ject was again discussed: The assist- 
ant state's attorney said he thought his 
question was proper and should be an- 
swered, and thereupon Judge David 
read the following from an opinion of 
the Supreme court in the Gene Geary 
case: 

“When one about to be executed is 
to be considered insane or lunatic is 
not so well established by the authori- 
ties; but we think it is clear, within the 
meaning of our statute, the defendant 
is to be regarded as sane and not in- 
sane or lunatic when he has sufficient 
intelligence to understand the nature 
of the proceedings against him, what 
he was tried for originally, the purpose 
of his punishment, the impending fate 
which awaits him—— ” 

Disappointment for State. ’ 

Here J udge David stopped. That 
was the nub of what Rittenhouse had 
been contending—that he had a right 
to show Scott hase sufficient intelli- 
gence to understand the proceedings, 
to know why he was sentenced to 
death, and that the gibbet awaits him 
if this jury finds him gane. The law- 
yer started to answer, but Judge 
David resumed, coming, in a minute, 
to this: 

“ When he has not such intelligence 
and mental ability, he is to be regarded 
as insane“sr-tunatic by the verdict of 
the jury and if so. found his execution 
is stayed or prolonged.” 

The jury was not present during 
this reference to the Supreme court's 
thought regarding trials of this sort, 
ihich the justices refuse to review. 
Judge David was on the bench, Scott 
was listening intently.

BIG KLAN PARADE 


43 Special Trains to 
Washington, D. C. 


[Chicage Tribune Press Service.] 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 5.—{Spe- 
cial.]}—Forty-three special trains al- 
ready have been chartered to bring 
members of the Ku Klux Klan and 
their families from many points east 
of the Mississippi to witness the pa- 
rade and demonstration to be staged 
by the robed order here on Saturday. 


It is estimated that between 30,000 
and 50,000 klansmen will pour into the 
}national capital. The number of spe- 
Ttial trains engaged leaped from 28 
within the last 24 hours and there 
probably will be more than fifty by 
Saturday. 


Although L. A. Mueller, grand klea- 
gle of the realm of the District of 
Columbia, insists that only local mem- 
bers—about 5,000—-will be in line, elab- 
orate police arrangements are being 
made in anticipation of a procession 
of 10,000 or more. 

All the police reserves in the city 
will be on.duty the entire day and up 
until 1 o’clock the next 


should an emergency arise. The po- 


lice program has been drawn up so 
that the patrolmen, sleeping at sta- 
tions, will work in gbifts. 

The parade will proceed from the 
Peace monument at the foot of Capitol 
hill along Pennsylvania avenue to the 
ellipse at the rear of the White House, 
where, according to the original pro- 
gram, a service was to be held in the 
Sylvan theater. ‘Rumor has it, how- 
ever, that the klansmen aré planning 
to cross the Potomac into Virginia 
just below Arlington. The largest 
flery cross ever erected, it is said, will 
be one of the featureg of the Virginia 
demonstration.

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BAN ON PARADES 
IN LOOP STREETS 


No more permits for parades through 
the loop district are to be issued, it was 
announced by Chief of Police Collins 
yesterday, following the receipt of num- , 
erous protests from motoristsa and 
others, including the . surface lines, 
against a repetition of last Saturday’s 
movie procession in State street which 
tangled downtown traffic for hours. 

The only exceptions to the rule, the 
chief contemplates, will be made for 
parades on national or other recognized 
holidays, when the reduced volume of 
loop traffic will permit the easy absorp- 
tion of vehicles temporarily re-routed 
from the line of march. 

The surface lines’ complaint, voiced 
by Guy A. Richardson, vice president 
and general manager, protested against 
the use of street car line streets by | 
progessions, pointing out thet Satur- 
day’s parade delayed State street serv- 
ice more than twenty minutes. 

‘‘ Parades on street car lines are dis- 
astrous to street car service,” declared 
Mr. Richardson in his letter to Chief 
Collins. “ They not only delay cars on; 
the line of march but also interfere 
with schedules of all connecting lines, 
causing a chaotic condition which 
sometimes is not straightened out for 
two or three hours after the parade. 
Often as many as 200 persons are dis- 
commoded by one small parade.”

NATURE CUTS 
ALASKA 


Vancouver, B. C., Aug. 4.—(@— 
Disintegration of an ice barrier may 
sive Canada a direct outlet from Yu- 
kon territory without crossing United 
States territory, a special dispatch 
from Stewart Bay, B. C., today quoted 
J. P. Forde, dominion government en- 
gineer as stating. 

When the boundary between Alaska 
and Canada waé delimited, it ran east 
and west several miles north of the 
head of open water in Glacier bay, 
but crossed a field of ~solid ice or 
flacier connected with the waters of 
the bay. Changing climate or some 
natural upheaval of the ice bed has 
caused its disintegration, Forde de- 
clared, résulting in open waters of 
Glacier bay extending beyond the 
boundary line into Canadian territory, 
and making it an international water- 
way. , 

Forde pointed out that nature had 
forced a natural separation of the Alas- 
kan panhandle from the main Alaskan 
peninsula by opening the waters of 
Glacier bay beyond the Canadian bor- 
der, and that except by crossing the 
waters of the bay there now is no 
connection between the separated por- 
tions of Alaska other than going 
around through Canadian territory. 
Forde is seeking a feasible route to the 
interior of Yukon territory from the 
head of Glacier bay.

Three Times Hardened. 

The new tempered lead, which is 
made with the use of a smail per- 
centage of alloy and the treatment 
of the metal by a special heating proc- 
ess, makes a metal which is three 
times as hard as lead alloyed without 
the neat treatment, it is said. 

The new alloys were found when 
samples of lead treated with heat were 
left to stand for several days before 
further working. Experiments are 
now being conducted to reduce the de 
gree of brittleness which prevailed in 
initial experiments, and to make the 
tempered product tougher.

Premier Mussolini ‘has not hesitated 


sdlini ordered the Italian fleet mobil- 
ized at Ostia port, where, inel- 
dentally, the leading Fascist specula- 
tors have cornered the realty and are 
exploiting the hotels. Here Premier 
Mussolini usurped the king’s peroga- | 
tives by reviewing the fleet. Later 
when a film was shown in the movies 
showing Premier Mussolini in Napo- 
leonic poses reviewing the fleet he 
was frequently hissed.

POLITICS AND THE 
RAILROADS. 


Consolidation of railroads and rate readjustment 
are said to be on the President’s agenda, ranking 
-with tax reduction and agricultural relief. He has 
‘already expressed the opinion that the latter will 
be largely accgmplished by rail consolidation, and 
‘in his first message he recommended a reorganiza- 
tion of the whole rate structure. 

If consolidation is permitted te follow natural 
‘voluntary lines, it will improve our system of rail 
‘transportation. But we trust the President, who 
‘is not in sympathy with the extension of govern- 
ment intervention in business, ywill be chary of 
‘forcing consolidations by law. That would stultify 
/his own wisé protests against the growth of polit- 
‘ical interference in private enterprise and, in our 
lopinion, would not produce as ‘satisfactory results 
pe railroad efficiency as voluntary consolidations. 

It is argued that owners of weak roads may not 
‘be justly dealt with by the stronger, but even if 
jthis danger were not overstated, as we think it is, 
itt is not as serious as the evils which political com- 
‘pulsion and political tactics would certainly bring 
‘into the whole process of reorganization. As soon 
‘as a compulsory consolidation law is passed the 
‘whole situation will become the favorite field for 
unscrupulous political manipulation, and the bene- 


: 


combination will be gravely compromised. 

As a matter of practical policy, consideration 
of the nation’s paramount interest in an up to} 
jdate system of rail transport demands that weak 
froads, that is, roads in districts which cannot sup- 
}port them as now financed and organized, shall 
‘not be sustained through political favor on an 
‘artificial level. But that is what is going to occur 
lunder compulsory consolidation, All the interests 
that have invested improvidently or speculatively 
in railroads not economically justifiable will organ- 
jize political influence to pel them out of the hole 
they have dug for themselves. The prosperous 
roads should not be forced at a sacrifice to pro- 
‘tect weak properties. It would not be asked in 
any other industry or efterprise, and it is certainly 
not in the public interest, for in the long run the 
‘public would pay.

COAL STRIKE? GO TOIT. 
The anthracite coal miners have broken off 
neBotiations with the operators because of the 
latters’ refusal to concede more pay and the check- 
off system by which the employer deducts the 
union dues from the pay check. The public atti- 
tude to that should be: “ We should worry.” 
If it is only an anthracite strike it is a private 
war. Operators and miners can go as far as they 
like, so far as this part of the country is con- 
cerned, and when they cease to like it they'll go 
to producing again. An excited and apprehensive 
country is the prerequisite of a successful strike 
in this industry whether it is a strike provoked 


combination. 
Anthracite, at least in the midwest, has been

has no interest whether it is or isn’t will not con- 
tinue long, and if it does, what of it? 


There is talk of a walkout in the bituminous 
fields also. If that happens the public may be 
assured that it is again the old army game of 
further disorganizing a disorganized industry to 
pass the consequences on to the consumers in 
higher prices. No other great industry could pre- 
tend to run under conditions which miners and 
operators have forced upon their own industry. 
The miners are ruining their means of liveli- 
hood and the mines rely upon periodic scares given 
the public. 


No factory could run if labor tried to make a 
week’s wages in three days’ work instead of six 
and the owners tried to make their profits on the 
production of three days instead of six. Every 
other industry knows that six days’ work a week 
is required. 

The coal industry tries it on three and is trying 
to make its profits and pay its wages out of 
intimidation and to sell an artificially restricted 
product at an artificially boosted price to people 
who are afraid they will freezé to death or be 
compelled to close down their plants. The union- 
ized production in bituminous is only about thirty 
per cent of the total output. : 


The disorganization in the union fields is throw- 
ing the trade to the nonunion, which are largely 
in control of the die hards of coal capital, and 
that has some unfortunate consequences. The 
hard shelled die hards are on their way to create 
conditions of employment as bad in their extreme 
as the slacker methods prevalent elsewhere. De- 
cent people do not want the industry conducted 
by medieval exploitation of labor any more than 
they want it conducted by medieval extortion im- 
posed on the buyer. But they have not had much 
to say about the matter one way or the other. 
Luckily coal is no longer king. Coal strike? What 
of it? The consumer should worry.

TOKIO, Aug. 6.—Through five miles 
of streets cleared of traffic and lined 
with police, the body of Edgar A. Ban- 
croft of Chicago, late United States 
ambassador to Japan, passed in an 
automobile hearse today from Uyendo 
station to the little temporary St. 


Andrew’s procathedral. It was saluted 
oh its journey by thousands of bowing 
Japanese. 

Numerous high officials, including 
Foreign Minister Shidehara, the granada 
chamberlain and the embassy staff, 
met the body at the station, which 
was cleared of people. 

Wreaths from the emporer and 


empress, from Prince Regent Hirohito, 
Premier Kato and members of the 
cabinet lined the altar and the nave, 
in the center of which rested the 
coffin, draped with the stars and 
stripes. With a guard of honor of 
army and hgvy officers from the 
embassy, the casket lay in state from 
4 to 6 p. m, American and foreign 
friends, including many Japanese, 
gathered for a last farewell.” 

From 6 o’clock on, Japanese stood 
guard. Bishop MacKtm, assisted by 
the Rev. Clevland McFee, a Chicago 
clegyman and other local prelates, will 
conduct the services.

~—-{ Special. ]—“ Well, is this what you 
want?” asked Capt. Chet as he roped 
our tuna on the stern of the boat five 
minutes after the much sought after 
fighter had been gaffed. “ Take anoth- 
er look at him, as I’m going to cover 
-him up. My guess is thag he will 
weigh between 75 and 100 pounds.” 
But the weight of the fish was not 
paramount in our mind at that mo- 
ment. We were thinking of the tuna’s 
fighting tactics; pump him up and out 
he runs; pump him up and away he 
goes. That describes the tuna game 
if you add many beads of perspiration 
and aching arm and back muscles to 


the combination, as the tuna never 
quits, 


~e- 

You have to keep at him all the time 
if you hope to lick him. If you would 
go into training for a month of tuna 
fishing in a season when the fish are 
plentiful and many might be hooked, 
we suggest this type of preparation 
for the expedition: 

Take your rod and line to some build- 
ing site where a steam shovel is exca- 
vating. Hook on to the shovel when 
it is in operation and then try to pump 
it in. A couple of hours of this sort 
of exercise in a hot sun with some one 
working the rocking chair in which 
you should be seated is bound to put 
you in Al condition for tuna fishing. 
Soon after our fish came aboard we 
were on our way to Catalina. For four 
hours we had to buck that obliging 
northwest wind which sent the tops of 
many waves clear over our boat. When 
in the lee of Catalina Capt. Chet went 
forward and hoisted our tuna flag, a 
white pennant with a blue tuna in the 
center.

O, boy! the thrill as that flag straight- 
enéd out in the wind, It was a symbol 
of victory over one of the gamest, fight- 
in’est fish that swims.

WAR HERO ALL BUT 


MAKES CHANNEL SWIM 


BY DON SKENE. 
[Chicago Tribune Press Service. ] 


LONDON, Aug. 4.—Col. Bernard 
Cyril Freyberg, aged 45, a modest Eng- 
lishman bearing sca%s of serious war | 
wounds and noted for feats which won 
him the Victoria Cross in the French 
trenches and the Distinguished Service 
Order at the Dardanelles, fai'ed in a 
gallant attempt to swim the English 
channel this afternoon by less than a 
quarter of a mile. 

Without @ line of the booming pub- 
licity ass ted with all the other'| 
channel immers, Col. Freyberg wont 
cretly entered the water at Cape Gris! 
Nez at 8:20 last night*and for sixteen 
hours and forty-ilve minutes pattled 
the treacherous currents of the world’s 
worst body of water with the same 
superhuman courage which made him 


one of the outstanding heroes of the 
War. 


Tide Overpowers Him. 

A quarter of a mile from the Kent 
coast, near Kingsdown, the terrific 
outgoing tide at 1 p. m. today proved 
too strong even for his great heart and 
mighty swimming skill. In a pathetic 
condition Col. Freyberg was hauled 
from the water into the admiralty tug 
Langdon. Tonight all England is cheer- 
ing the glorious effort of the veteran 
war cripple, who failed by the narrow- 
est margin to’ equal a feat which only | 
five swimming athletes have been able 
to accomplish in fifty years of trials. 

Col. Freyberg was born in London, but 
spent his youth in New Zealand where 
he won fame at a swimmer, oarsman, 
football player and boxer. When the 
great war broke out in 1914, Col. Frey- 
berg was fighting in the Mexican 
civil war.
